The plant takes carbon di­ 
oxide from the air, water from the 
soil, and energy from the sun’s 
rays and manufactures food. 
The first and simplest com­ 
pounds formed by the plant from 
carbon dioxide and water are 
foimaidehyde 
and 
acids. 
The

then, ii sour. The green apple is 
made up of Laid roughage and 
causes cramps if eaten; that is the I 
only way it is harmful. But as the 
plant goes on ripening, it combines 
molecules of formaldehyde until it 
produce.* sugar. 
The acids are transformed into 
grope su^ar which, under the in­ 
fluence of the sun and inside the 
skin of the fruit, combine to form 
malt sugar, which in turn forma 
dextrin and then, starch. 
The 
fruit is then in its most edible 
form. 
Later it forms cellulose 
/ rom the starch and becomes dry 
and tough. 


Sensitivity to Paia 


2. "Are women more sensitive 
to pain than men?” 
2. One of the greatest needs of 
the modern physician is an instru­ 
ment to measure pain. All we can 
do now is take the patient’s word 
for it as to how bad the pain is. 
At the Mayo Clinic, I understand, 
they have been working on a pain 
meter which records responses 
from the skin. (But nothing has 
been devised to record deep pain.) 
The skin meter is put on like a 
blood pressure band. Inside the 
band is a metal grating. The sub­ 
jects of the test thought they were 
just having their blood pressure 


taken, because if they thought 
their pain sensitivity was being 
tested, psychologic reaction would 
enter in. As the band tightened, 
the grating pressed the skin. U lti­ 
mately every person objected that 
something was hurting. The wom­ 
en felt the pain at 90 to 120. Th* 
men, on the average, did not ob­ 
ject until the pressures were 150 
to 180. So we must conclude the 
w omen were more sensitive to pain 
than the men. 
Effect of Flashlight 
3. “Does it hurt a baby’s eyes to 
face a flashlight camera?” 
3. The person who asked this 
question had been told that flash­ 
lights w'ould cause cataract, espe­ 
cially in children. 
There is no 
foundation for such a belief. Long 
exposure to a high degree of in fra­ 
red or ultra-violet light is the only 
form of light or heat which will 
eau : cataract. Exposure to very 
bright light paralyzes the retinal 
tissue as in snow blindness. But 
the short exposure of the flashlight 
do es no harm. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
ii L.: How could you tell if 
yuu were getting tuberculosis? 
What would be the main symp­ 
toms and do they always show 
up? What is meant by the skin 
test ? 


Answer: The most im portant 
point to realize about tuberculosis 
is that it may advance without 
any symptoms or warning. 
The 
earliest symptoms are afternoon 
fatigue, afternoon fever, slight, 
steady loss of weight, spitting 
blood, chronic cough and pleurisy 
—but all too frequently none of 
them show up. The skin tuber­ 
culin test will detect the disease, 
but only in childhood. Every adult 
of twenty should have a chest X- 
ray, which detects 98 per cent of 
cases. 


C. R .: W hat is Frdhlich’s syn- 
drome. Is it curable? 
Answer: Frbhlich’s syndrome 
is a disturbance of the pituitary 
gland, occurring in childhood. The 
principal features are overweight 
and, as the patient* m ature, lack 
of normal hair growth. It can be 
treated with extracts of the gland.

The theory is that Adolf -Will have to be personally exterminated. 
Benito will lose his job but presumably he will be permitted to go 
on living, perhaps locked up somewhere or in exile, but he is regard­ 
ed as crazy rather than as a criminal, like Der Fuehrer. 
When the last war ended Bennie was a respectable and, apparently, 
quite an able Milan newspaperman. 
He took a prominent part in 
Italy's economic rehabilitation and made a good enough job at it to 
gravitate into hi* Duce-ahip, which he ran very creditably during its 
earlier stages. 
He was a dictator, but comparatively a civilized 
specimen of one. 
If he had stayed that way and then gone back 
to his editorial desk, the world now might have con- 
Mussoliat 
turned to think very well of him. 
I wouldn't say Mussolini is exactly an object of 
sympathy, but at least he is assessed ai formerly a 
Toto I nemo rn tm good citizen, who went bughouse from association 
with Adolf; he was susceptible and contracted a case 
of the totalitarian contagion, as he might have caught an attack of 
smallpox 
The Italians didn’t realize that he'd got it and doubtless he infected 
a few of them. 
Nobody greatly blames the rank-and-hle of them. 
They will have to surrender unconditionally, but unquestionably 
they'll get some endurable conditions. 
Benito, upon due post-war 
reflection, is likely to be accorded a certain amount of personal 
mercy—unlet# his own countrymen dispose of him too speedily for 
others to accord it to A*#*

Japan has no outstanding Individual to be arraigned for its war 
responsibility. 
From my own experience, as a news correspondent in Nippon, I 
rate the Japs as, by a huge majority, an exceedingly kindly people. 
I would group the bulk of them with their close relatives, the Chinese 
as a bit primitive for the current era but as Inherently adaptable 
to it, with some few allowances. 
The trouble with Japan is that it hasn t, in any true sense, a re­ 
sponsible government. 
It has a nominal one, but the real one la its military class (its 
Samurai, or war lords). These boys are not official. They are not 
numerous but they are compact. They tell officialdom w hat’s what. 
If they do not get it, they pull off the necessary official assassina­ 
tions. 
It is their type of an electoral system. 
It Is effective also, 
but it is not popularly representative. 
So, when we have that Italian outfit to deal with, we are dealing 
essentially, with friends, plus a leader who has gone cuckoo. 
We 
are not fighting the Italian com mon man. 
When we are fighting Japan, we are not fighting the Jap*—we are 
fighting the Samurai. 
The war being ended, we are friends again 
with the Italians, minus Du^e Mussolini. 
We do not have to kill 
HIM off. 
Let us merely let the Italians, themselves, 
suppress him. 
Japan is a meaner situation. 
The Samurai are a 
whole class in society. 
But Germany? 
That has a military class, too. 
Italy has none to speak of. 
Japan’s group is limited. 
Still, it runs into big figures 
For al) 
that it has no outstanding leader, to be eliminated when the war is 
over. 
Germany has, though, in Fuehrer Hitler. 
He u a definite, sinister personality. 
The Germans, too, have a military claas—which the Jap* have but 
the Italians haven’t, noticeably. 
I he German Junkers are more dangerous than the Japanese, 
In post-war days, then? 
There will not be much to pin on the Mikado or Benito. But there 
Will be a plenty to pin onto Adolf. 
He started the whole thing. Ar 
* personality he is in the soup.

Bible Teachings on the Cost of Drinking

WE LEARN today some of the 
things 
our 
Bible 
says 
about 
drunkenness, its effect on the 
body, spirit and social condition 
of man. 
The first reference in the lesson 
is Deuteronomy 21, verses 18 to 
21. Here is given the old Hebrew 
laws concerning the treatment 
accorded a son who will not obev 
his parents, is stubborn, dissolute 
and rebellious, even after he has 
been punished by them. These in­ 
structions on the rules of conduct 
for Israel were given to Mosca 
around HOS B C. 
The father and mother were told 
to take hold of their rebellious 
son and take him before the elder* 
of the city. They were to tell the 
elders that this was their son who 
was stubborn and rebellious; "he 
will not obey our vote**, he is a 
glutton and a drunkard." 
Then all the' men of the city 
were to atone the boy with stone* 
until he was dead All Israel would 
hear of this terrible punishment 
so they would fear to commit the 
same faults. "AU Israel shall hear 
and fear” It may have been nec­ 
essary to use such extreme meas­ 
ures in those early days, when 
men were primitive and best ruled 
by fear. 
£ Why Laws Are Severe 
The laws that govern certain 
peoples must be severe to get 
their respect and obedience. Un­ 
der certain circumstances, too, 
law* must be rigid and drastic. 
Ordinarily it it no crime for a man 
to fall asleep on hit job, although 
it doesn’t help him or his work. 
But a soldier on guard duty is 
shot if he falls asleep at his post, 
because it may mean death to 
many of his comrades—even the 
defeat of his country—if he fail* 
to see the approach of the enemy

potted plants this falL 


P otted straw berry plants may 
be set out as late as Septem ber. 
In the sm all V ictory garden where 
there is only space for a lim ited 
num ber of plants, the pot m ethod 
is 
especially 
desirable. 
Potted 
straw berries

fall 
should bear fairly well next sum ­ 
m er. S traw berry plant and pot 
grow n ball are illustrated in the 
accom panying 
G a r d e n - Graph. 
These potted plants have a good 
ball of roots and are easy to 
transplant. 


Due to alternate freezing and 


m onths, 
straw berry 
plants are 
frequently heaved up end partly 
out of the soil. To prevent this, 
mulch the plants after the ground 
has frozen hard. Cover the plants 
tw o or three inches deep with 
straw . 
Learn how to pick straw berries 
properly in preparation for the 
harvesting of your first crop. The 
correct w ay to pick a straw berry 
is to pinch off the alem between 
thum b and forefinger, as illus­ 
trated in the Garden-G raph, leav­ 
ing p a rt of the stem attach ed to 
the berry. Do not just take hold 
of the berry wdth thum b and fore­ 
finger and pull the fru it from the 
stem , for this incorrect m ethod of 
picking usually results in bruised 
berries.

Price ceilings placed on pota­ 
toes and vegetables by OPA are 
considered by members of the Ohio 
Vegetable 
and 
Potato Growers 
Association to be too low to en­ 
courage production and an expres­ 
sion of that opinion has been sent 
to OPA. Subsidy payments on po­ 
tatoes and vegetables can be con­ 
tinued, but no support prices for 
potatoes have been announced to 
be effective earlier than Septem­ 
ber. 
Ohio ceiling prices on potatoes 
for growers are based on U. S. No. 
I 
grade and 
are announced 
as 
$2 95 per hundredweight for July, 
$2.70 for August, and $2.55 for 
September on sales made at the 
farm. Earl B. Tussing says grow­ 
ers who transport potatoes to mar­ 
ket 
are 
allowed 
transportation 
costs at the low’est rate by com­ 
mon carrier; and, if the farmer 
acts as a distributor or jobber in 
selling his crop, he may charge 
the middleman's markup.

AUTOISTS 
GIVEN 
WARNING ABOUT 
LIABILITY 
L A W 


Local law enforcement officers 
Friday called motorists’ attention 
to the fact that the time in which 
every driver "is entitled to one ac­ 
cident,” is rapidly passing. Begin­ 
ning 
September 20 a new "law 
with teeth in It” becomes effec­ 
tive. 
The Simpson act, passed by the 
legislature, requires the registrar 
of motor vehicles to revoke for 
five years the drivers or chauf­ 
feur’s license of a person who has 
failed to satisfy the judgment of 
a court within 30 days after the 
judgment of the court in any ac­ 
tion for death, injury or property 
damage caused by the operator’s 
operation of a motor vehicle. 
The law' now* in effect and soon 
to be replaced, provides for revo­ 
cation of licenses for one year only 
and then only for failure to give 
bond against future accidents. 
The new law provides that the 
driver’s license shall be restored 
as soon as proof is given that the 
judgment has been satisfied or if 
the driver shows that he had an 
automobile liability policy in full 
force at the time of the accident 
and in an 
amount sufficient to 
cover the judgment.
